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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


Although  this  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Selectmen  with  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  and  Primary  and  General  elections,  we  are  pleased  to  report  the 
completion  of  the  boat  landing  at  Lake  Warren  and  the  cleaning  of  Vilas  Pool 
this  year. 

Everything  was  carried  out  as  voted  in  Town  Meeting,  and  this  year  we  are 
happy  to  report  a  current  operating  surplus  large  enough  to  allow  the  use  of 
surplus  money  to  reduce  taxes,  and  we  hope  thepurchaseof  a  very  much  needed 
truck  for  the  Highway  Department.  This  new  truck  will  be  a  big  help  with  snow 
plowing  and  general  year  round  highway  maintenance. 

The  plans  for  the  new  highway  bridge  at  Hatch  Hill  have  been  approved 
and  the  state  will  soon  put  the  construction  out  for  bids.  We  hope  to  have  a  new 
and  safer  bridge  by  this  summer  or  fall.  Because  of  the  state  aid  program,  we  are 
again  asking  for  approval  to  build  another  bridge  by  Savory's.  Alstead's  share  is 
25%  of  the  total  construction  cost  under  the  State  Aid  Program. 

With  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  old  fire  station  and  ice  cream  stand 
land  we  have  reduced  the  long  term  note  on  the  Town  Hall  Building  to 
$15,600.00  and  shortened  the  note  to  6  years  at  an  amazing  interest  rate  of 

2-3/4%. 

Some  Annual  Reminders  For  Residents:  If  your  age  reached  70  years 
before  April  1,  1969  please  notify  the  Selectmen  so  that  we  do  not  assess  Head 
and  Poll  taxes  on  you.  Also,  if  you  are  a  war  veteran  and  qualify  for  the 
Property  Tax  Exemption,  please,  it's  your  responsibility  to  file  your  exemption 
form  so  we  can  allow  your  exemption.  Also  please  follow  the  Junk  Car  R.S.A. 
Law  and  the  Dog  Nuisance  and  Leash  Law,  R.S.A.  Law. 

This  year  the  Selectmen  met  84  times  during  the  year.  We  preambled  the 
Alstead-Langdon  and  Alstead-Acworth  town  lines  and  our  resident  population 
reach  1021  persons. 

We  would  like  to  thank  everyone  for  their  patience  and  cooperation  this 
past  year.

Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination  and  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Alstead  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1968,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town. 
Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Road  Agent, 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  Vilas  Pool. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative   Balance  Sheets  -  December  31,   1967   -  December  31,   1968: 
(Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1967  and  December  31, 
1968,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Town  changed  from  a  Net  Debt  of  $5,332.78  to  a  Surplus  of  $19,154.96. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town  during  the 
year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated 
therein. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  -  Estimated  and 
Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated 
and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1968,  are  presented 
in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a 
revenue  surplus  of  $15,224.93,  less  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of 
$5,191.19,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $10,033.74. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1968,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform 
classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's 
balance  as  of  December  3 1 ,  1968,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 
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AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  custody, 
receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers 
and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as 
well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar 
as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements 
obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 
The  amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are 
therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of 
verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assests  over  current  liabilities) 
increased  from  $17,167.22  to  $34,754.96,  as  shown  herewith:

Long  Term  Notes  Authorized  -  Unissued:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  held  March  12,  1968,  Article  No.  43  was 
adopted  as  follows:  "Moved  and  seconded  and  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,000.00  for  the  construction  of  one  new  bridge  on  Route  123  at  foot  of  Hatch 
Hill  and  authorize  the  selectmen  to  finance  a  long  term  note  of  $4,500.00."  In  as 
much  as  the  Town  has  a  current  surplus  of  $34,754.96  as  of  December  31,  1968, 
we  would  recommend  that  the  Town  vote  to  cancel  this  above  article  and 
appropriate  the  necessary  funds  in  the  1969  Town  budget.  Thus,  saving  the 
interest  expense. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  audit,  it  is  required  that  the  selectmen's  journal 
be  added  and  totaled,  the  extensions  proved  by  either  the  selectmen  or  some 
person  duly  authorized. 

The  Short  Term  Note  -  a/c  Fire  Truck  in  the  amount  of  $7,554.00  was 
paid  during  the  year.  The  Town,  under  Article  No.  35  in  the  1968  Town 
Warrant,  only  budgeted  $1,000.00.  This  resulted  in  an  overdraft  in  this 
appropriation  of  $6,554.00. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  selectmen  should  not  make  any  indebtedness 
payments  without  the  proper  authority  given  at  Town  meeting. 

The  Long  Term  Note  in  the  amount  of  $20,000.00  held  at  Connecticut 
River  National  Bank  should  be  reissued  stipulating  the  principal  payable  date. 
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Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184,  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that  the 
summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  of  this  report 
shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Alstead  for  their 
assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

As  your  librarian,  1  hereby  submit  my  report  for  1968. 

Books  circulation  still  continued  to  climb  even  though  the  children's 
circulation  dropped  a  little  from  last  year.  The  weather  this  fall  kept  the  bus 
pupils  from  visiting  the  Library  as  often  as  in  the  past. 

Basic  Reference  Books,  received  through  State  Aid,  were  used  in  various 
studies  by  students  from  Fall  Mt.  High  and  Vilas  schools.  A  new  set  of  World 
Book  Encyclopedia  for  students  will  be  added  to  our  reference  books  soon. 

Your  librarian  spoke  at  the  October  PTA  meeting  and  distributed  Book 
Week  Posters  to  be  posted  in  both  the  Vilas  schools. 

We  had  four  visits  from  the  State  Library  Bookmobile  and  886  books 
were  borrowed  for  circulation.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  &  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

People  cause  fires.  Our  records  show  that  the  number  of  fires  increase  in 
an  area  as  the  population  increases  and  our  state  is  growing  tremendously.  This 
means  that  we  all  must  be  aware  of  fire  causes  and  do  our  best  to  prevent  their 
occurrence. 

When  we  are  very  young  the  lighted  matches  is  an  adventure,  burnt  fingers 
and  a  dropped  match  is  another  fire.  A  little  older  we  like  to  have  a  woodland 
cookout,  or  go  out  by  ourselves  for  a  smoke  but  fire  and  forests  get  together  for 
another  statistic.  We  adults  like  to  clean  up  in  the  spring,  burn  the  old  debris  and 
the  dead  grass,  result  -  escaped  fires  and  much  personal  expense. 

With  new  homes  and  summer  cottages  located  in  woodlands  and  with 
abandoned  fields  and  forests  crowding  the  back  yard  of  our  villages'  streets,  it  is 
necessary  that  everyone  be  aware  all  through  the  fire  season,  which  comes  with 
the  disappearance  of  the  snow,  of  the  needed  to  be  careful  with  outdoor  fires 
and  fire  sources. 

The  following  action  will  help: 

1 .  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  Hghted  matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a  car  or  while  walking 
through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town  dump.  If  you  must 
burn- 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town  fire  warden  for  all  debris 
burning  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.  Cooking  fires  in  outdoor 
fireplaces  or  in  charcoal  brasiers  in  your  own  back  yard  is  permitted  on 
notification  of  the  warden. 

b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to  allow  burning  of  household 
rubbish  on  grass  by  householders  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5 :00  P.M. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the  fire  before  you  light  the  match. 

4.  Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control  to  your  fire  warden  or  fire 
department. 

Help  to  keep  our  town  out  of  the  fire  occurrence  column  and  save  your 
tax  dollars  for  useful  purposes.
